LATIN AMERICAN RULERS - César Objio 


General knowledge about the Latin American situation is al- 
ways helpful to medium wave listeners. Many are the times when an 
unidentified Spanish speaking station is heard and no hint is gi- 
ven about the identification. Political situation is always hot 
news in the countries South of the border with their constant 
changing of leaders, revolutions, coup d'états, political murders 
and kidnapping, etc. A good help is to be up-to-date with the si- 
tuation, at least by knowing who is the strong hand leading the 
country at the time. Newsreels programs are always presented by 
Latin American stations giving the latest happenings in the coun- 
try, mentioning facts, information, data, and some time the name 
of the President comes up in relation to any event. Here is a list 
of the actual rulers (or persons holding the power) in the Latin 
American countries (as of August Ist., 1971). 


Argentina: Lieutenant Colonel Alejandro Lanusse, President, assum- 
ed power on March 23, 1971, after Roberto Marcelo Le- 
vingston was ousted by the Army, also appointed by the 
Army leaders on June 13, 1970. President is elected for 
a 6 years period. No reelection. 


Bolivia: General Juan José Torres, President, assumed power on Oc- 
tober 7, 1970, when leftist General Alfredo Ovando Candia 
was forced to resign by rightist General Rogelio Miranda, 
this one in turn abandoned the presidential palace when 
bombed by contrary forces. Presidents are elected for a 4 
years period and may be reelected. (It is doubtful new 
elections are held again in this country due to the ex- 
treme left government in power right now.) 


Brasil: General Emilio Garrastazu Medici, became President on Qc- 
tober 30, 1969, when President Arthur da Costa e Silva, an 
Army marshall, elected by the Congress in 1966, suffered a 
stroke and died. Garrastazu Medici was confirmed by the 


Congress. Presidents are elected for a 5 years period. No 
reelection, 


Chile: Salvador Allende Gossens, President, assumed power on No- 
vember 4, 1970, after ending in first place over Jorge Ale- 
ssandri in the elections held on September 4, 1970, was la- 
ter confirmed by the Congress, as he did not get the requi- 
red over 50% of the votes. President period lasts 6 years. 
Can be reelected but not on a succesSive period. 


Colombia: Misael Pastrana Borrero, President, assumed power on Ju- 
ly 15, 1970, after winning elections held on April 19, 
1970, over former dictator Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, ending 
in second place. Succeeded Carlos Lleras Restrepo. Pre- 


sidency is held for a4 years term. Reelection is not 
permitted on a succesive period. 


Costa Rica: José Figueres Ferrer, President, assumed power on Fe- 
bruary 1, 1970, through elections. Succeeded José Joa- 
quin Trejos. Presidential term is 4 years. Can be re- 
elected but not on a succesive period,

Goombay Changes in the Bahamas.. 


1) Before the end of the year, ZNS 1540 will boost power to 20 kw and go direc- 
tional with a 2-tower array. Major lobe 130°. Signal toward Miami and the 
USA not expected to change much, 

2) A new station for Freeport, Grand Bahama, running 10 kw and highly direc- 
tional to 100° with a 4.tower array, to serve Grand Bahama and Abaco. Loca- 
tion ig 60 miles east of West Palm Beach which will be in the heart of the 
station's null. Possible calls are ZFP or ZGB, freq yet to be determined. 

3) A relay of ZNS-15h0 for Exuma, also 10 kw with a l-tower array beaming ESE 
to cover the southern Bahamas, Frequency yet to be determined. 

4.) ZNS2 on 1240 has already reduced power to some 750 watts to avoid interfer- 
ence via external mixing to a local Coast Guard emergency frequency, Sked 
is 0700-2300 local time (s/on 8 AM sundays, LT) but carrier is never off. 
Incidentally ZNS-FM (107.1) and NZS2-FM (107.9) are only 50 watts each and

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LONG WAVE DXers will be interested in an item appearing on page 45 of the 
July 26 issue of Broadcasting magazine concerning the Decision Information 
Distribution System, called DIDS. This would comprise a national warniug sys- 
tem with the ability to "capture control of TV and radio transmitters, espec- 
ially at those times that stations are off the air", a move that the National 
Association of Broadcasters has gone on record as opposing. 

Technical particulars as described in the article call for a prototype 
transmitter to be built at Edgewood Arsenal, Md by Westinghouse at a $2.7 mil 
cost. It calls for the construction of a 50 kw transmitter on 179.0 kHz and a 
700 foot antenna by July 1972 to transmit voice, teletype or triggering tones 
over a 3 kHz (bandwidth) channel, according to Broadcasting.The contract also 
ealls for installation of 500 special receivers in an area ranging from West 
Virginia to Connecticut, with 1600 additional receivers to be operational the 
following summer. Two other stations, in Arkansas and Colorado, are being 
planned, Existing plans call for installation of special DIDS receivers in 
television sets, "estimated to cost about $8.70 at the factory under mass pro- 
duction" that would respond to tones broadcast from DIDS stations, even when 
the TV set at home is turned off. The FCC reportedly is looking for a way to 
include this ability in radio receivers, in addition to TV sets. -ed,.

Comments on GMT vs, EST 


From QST magazine, November 1970 - No doubt we are going to have confusion re- 
garding what time it is as long as man insists on connecting, although in a general » 
way, the hands of his clock to the position of the sun in the sky. Some years 
back the Board of Directors ordered all references to times in QST and other 
League publications to be in GMT. In complying with this, a number of difficulties 
were encountered and much confusion ensued. Added to the confusion was the fact 
that there is no "Daylight Saving GMI. That is, if you are stating time in GMT 
you can't just say that you use the same time by your clock when the nation ad= 
vances its clock an hour to kid itself that it is doing everything at the same time 
as before, GMT says you are doing it an hour earlier, and no nonsense about 

it. Thus you do things by the same time on your local clocks, but an hour earlier 
by GMT. It's bad enough that we have standard time zones (seven of 'em in the 
U.S, alone) without moving ail of them one zone East every October end moving 

them all back west every April. We amateurs (read: DXers-ed.) don't deal in local 
communications and should be aloof from all this, The airlines and the broadcast 
networks have to show their schedules in local time bacause they deal exclusively 
with the general public. We don't, In amateur-to-amateur work and talk we should 
talk GMT. In other words, we amatuers should be bi-lingual in time so that we 

can immediately state the time in either local time or GMT, depending on whom we 
are talking to - and we should be aware of the date and day that go with the time 
expressed, There is no "trick" to it, All that it requires is practiee, Elec- 
tric clocks are relatively inexpensive; why not two of them in your shack, one 

on local time and one on GMT? Then do some practicing of instant conversion of 
AM-PM times to the 24-hour version, converting to and from GMT and stop thinking 
of terms like morning, afternoon etc. when you go GMT. For example, 2100 EST is 
not 0200 "the next morning'’ by GMT, it's just 0200 the following day. In the 

EST zone, 0200 just happens to fall in the evening; elsewhere it might be "af- 
ternoon" or "morning". The position of the sun in the sky has no effect on GMT. 

No one can really learn a foreign language if he has to translate it to his na- 
tive language before he can understand, You are not going to master GMT, either, 
if you have to translate it to local time, You have to train yourself to think
